Before the distribution 
system can be said to lie near perfect, so 
that all those desiring a water supply 
can bo furnished with the necessary ele- 
ment, il will roipiiro a further expendi- 
ture of from 800,000 toSlOO.000. In this 
connection it is intended by the board 
to make, the works still more efficient by 
laying larger street mains where only 
small ones arc lit present, with the ob- 
ject of giving a better supply both for 
domestic and lire purposes. Much has 
been done during tlie last year to make 
the city service a circulating one, so 
that all consumers could lie supplied 
with a uniform quality of water. This 
is. lone by extending the dead ends to 
connect with other pipes. To make the 
distribution absolutely circulating u 
deal has yet to be done. 

Everyone residing within the muni- 
cipality is entitled to a supply of city 
water; therefore it is the duty of those 
who enjoy that benefit to assist others

Nothing that can bo said will 
bring hack the money that has heon 
spout unnecessarily, or can correct the 
mistakes that have been made. What 
cau be done is to take measures to pre- 
vent a repetition of past blunders. 

It cannot be denied that the improve 
mcnt of the water works is an absolute 
nocesf' • Tho city's supply of water 
must : be Inadequate, and it must be 
dlotrli uted with an intelligent regard 
to tlio wants, ordinary and extraordi- 
nary, of its different parts. It must 
also he admitted that the dohts already 
contracted must bo paid. This must lie 
done whether these debts have been 
wisely or unwisely contracted. The 
credit of tho city roquires that il 
promptly discharge all its legal obliga 
tiona. 

For thoao reasons we boliove that it it- 
bust for the citizens to pass the by. law 
that relate to tho water- works. Th 
corporation ought to havo money to g<> 
on with tho work ami to pay what it 
owes. Tho improvement of the water 
works cannot be delayed. The citizen 
need a good water supply every hour o! 
every day, ami exigeucies may arise at 
any hour which woidd make the consc 
quonccs of delay ruinous. 

There is nothing to hinder the rate 
payers requiring a pledge from the 
Board of Aldermen thai wasteful meth- 
ods bo not continued, and that the work 
bIisII be rapidly yet economically carried 
out as long an thoy remain in otlico; and 
there is also nothing to prevent them, 
if they aro not satisb'cd with tho way in 
which Lhu present board performs it.-, 
duties, in a few months, olectiug other 
and, as thoy consider, better men to (ill 
thoir places. Kut the water-works 
should not bo slopped until after a new 
election is held, neither should those 
to whom the city is indebted have to 
wait for their money. 

The floating debt is already a great 
deal too large, and I lie effects of delay 
in passing the by-laws will be to make 
it still greater. The work of the cor- 
poration must go on, and those whom it 
employs must he paid. We therefore 
cannot see that any good purpose will 
he served by refusing to sanction the 
water-works by-laws on Tuesday. 

II must not bo forgotten loo that the 
water-works are more than self-sustain- 
ing, and that the improvements will 
bring in additional revenue and add to 
their permanent value. They are good 
property, and it is wise to keep them in 
the best working order. 

Money is required to improve the fire 
department, It should be made in every 
respect more elfeetivo. The Chief En- 
gineer tells us what the money is want- 
ed for and no one will, we think, 
say that the proposed addition to its 
equipment is not necessary. The sum 
required is comparatively small and we 
think- that the Corporation if they get 
the money will not be likely either to 
wasto it or to make a bad use of it. 

Tho way in which tho Board of Alder- 
men has managed the Park has evi- 
dently given general satisfaction, and 
the proposed improvements are believed 
to be required. So great harm would, 
we suppose, follow rejecting . ...» Park 
bylaw, hut we cannot see what advan- 
tage is to be gained by refusing to sanc- 
tion it at once. Since the improvements 
are to be made, we believe it is as well 
to raise bo money necessary to effect 
them u • as some months honco. The 
. conclusion that we have come to is that, 
all things considered, it is as well to 
give the Corporation the power to bor- 
row the money it wants to make tho im- 
provements, that ull admit to Ihi neces- 
sary, now as some months hence. 



NORTHERN EXTENSION. 

Capt. Hunter's account of the extra- 
ordinary iucrease that has taken place 
withiu the last few years in Alaskan 
trade and travel, and his well-grounded 
calculations us to t heir dimensions in the 
future, show the importance of extend- 
ing the Island railroad to Port Rupert 
or some harbor st ill further north in a 
very clear light. The extension would 
serve two purposes — it would very ma- 
terially aid in devoloping the resources 
of the Island of Vancouver, and it would 
make a long aud a very important link 
Ln a short, safe and pleasant route to 
Alasku. With a short lino of road from 
Portland to Crescent Bay, a ferry thence 
to Beecher Bay and a few miles of road 
from that point to Victoria tho route 
would bo complete. By thai route Alas- 
ka would be only six days' travel from 
Han Francisco and nine days from 
New York. As Captain Hunter says, 
and us all shrewd observers predict, 
that extraordinary country and the cool 
nooks that are tu be found all 
Hlong the route "will be the 

greatest suinmor resorts for tourists in 
the world." All that is needed to ac- 
complish that end is to have tho coun- 
try well known, and to afford those 
seckiug change ami rest and coolness 
the necessary facilities for travel. The 
Island railway will give a delightful 
variety to the trip. The scenery is 
wildly, and, in places, grandly beauti- 
ful, und the summer weather to those 
escaping from the suffocating and ener- 
vating liedt of eastern aud southern 
i (Ilea, simply heavenly. From SauFraii- 
lUco to the north of Vancouver Island, 



with tho exception of a narrow ferry of 
12 miles across the Strait of Fuca, tho 
trip would be Irj; rail. The voyage from 
that to Alaska is through a quiet 
sea, studded with Lslautis, and would 
bo very pleasant indeed, and not too 
long. The touristH would have all the 
pleasures of an ocean voyage, with none 
of its monotony and consequent tedi- 
um. The road to be built on the bland 
would bo from Beecher Bay to Victoria 
— 17 miles. The road from this city to 
Wellington already constructed is 7i) 
miles ; from there to Comox, a section 
which is certain to ho built 
in the near future, is IS'. 1 miles, 
and from Comox to Fort Rupert is 198 
miles. This makes the length of new 
road to he constructed from Beecher 
Bay to Fort Rupert 277 miles, j 

The construction of the Canada Wes- 
tern road will make the building of a 
very considerable portion of Island ex- 
tension before very long a necessity. So 
that the part of it to be constructed for 
the opening up of the northern end of 
the island, and for the Alaskan route 
solely, will be considerably less than 
200 miles. We believe that the. time is 
not far distant when men of enterprise 
will find that tin- development of the 
resources and the trade of British Col 
umbia will require the extension of the 
Island road to the northern end of the 
island, and when they do so they will 
receive all the encouragement which the 
government of the province and 
that of the Dominion can extond to 
their project. It iH, we aro satisfied, a 
most promising one and will in time 
realize all the expectations of its most 
sanguine advocates.

The report of the committee of fire 
insurance adjusters appointed t<> in- 
vestigate matters connected with the 
great Seattle lire is edifying if it is not 
pleasant reading. It shows very clearly 
what aro the results of neglect, careless- 
ness and want of foresight, If the auth- 
orities of tho Sound city, had taken tin- 
precautions which common sense and 
prudence dictated, means would have 
boon at hand to have arrested the 
dames before the 6re got beyond con- 
trol. 

The adjusters wore naturally sur- 
prised, und no doubt disgusted, to find 
that millions of dollars worth of vulu- 
ahleproperty wasdestroyed through what 
appeared to them to be gross stupidity 
and sheer recklessness. The want of 
some simple means of utilizing the wa- 
ter of the harbor for the purpose of ex- 
tinguishing lire struck thorn with 
amazement, They saw "n largo city 
□early surrounded by water, with ap- 
pliances for usiua it, yet yielding 
unresistingly t" the flames for bud; of 
water, which could not he reached." 
There was water, water everywhere, 
but not a drop to put on the burning 
buildings. Tho structures along the 
water front, instead of being the safest 
in the city, were, for want of a very 
simple and inexpensive precaution, the 
most insecure. It ought t» have been 
the easiest thing in the world to have 
deluged those buildings with water, bui 
instead of that the inexhaustible supply 
of water that was within a few feet of 
the firemen could uol be reached. Was 
there ever a greater reproach on tlio in- 
telligence of a people protending t" be 
civilized than this 7 

It is worth while to enquire it' Vic- 
toria is in any better condition. If a 
fin- were unfortunately to break out mi 
Wharf street, could the water of the 
harbor he made available lor extin- 
guishing it without a minute's delay ■' 
Is the safety of the buildings on that 
street dependent on the supply of water 
from pipes that would be certain to give 
out if the liri: Wi'ti- to last more than a 
few minutes '! 

Nothing is more disheartening ami 
exasperating than to see a fine building 
burning to the ground, while the en- 
gines ate idle because the supply of 
water has given out. From what we 
have heard there is good reason to be- 
lieve that the distribution pipes in many 
of the streets are of altogether too .small 
a capacity to supply water enough to 
quench anything like a large lire. W" lint 
happened in Seattle would, in all pro- 
bability, happen here, ii a large lire was 
allowed to get much headway. Thorn 
would not he enough water to supply 
the engines, and they would have to be 
idle when they were most needed. 

Our readers will sec the absolute 

eessity of having the distribution pipes 
large enough, not only to give ,-i plenti- 
ful supply for domestic and manufactur- 
ing purposes, but to meet the require- 
ments of a largo fire. There is no tell- 
ing to-day when water will be wanted 
for this purpose, aud our citizens, if 
they are wise, will do all thai is neces- 
sary to provide against what recent 
events in various places, not far off, 
have shown, is not by any means an im- 
probable contingency. 

Tho cltireiiB id' Victoria cannot be too 
leoply impressed with the importance 
.f having ample means at hand for the 
extinguishment of lircs. Both tho 

water supply and the l-'irc Brigade 
should be in a condition which the most 
prudent, will deem satisfactory, Money 
spent for this purpose under wise direc- 
tion is prudently laid out. There should 
bo no waste, and money should not be 
lost through any form "I dishonesty. 
The city should have full value for 
every dollar it spends. We trust it 
will never have to be said of the cor- 
poration of Victoria, as has been said of 
the city government of Seattle : " Had 
tbe authorities given more time to the 
discharge of their official duties and a 
little less to their personal affairs, they 
would have- profited by tbe warnings of 
underwriters and the appeals of the 
local press, and the city of whoso inter- 
ests thoy undertook the guardianship 

would not be to-day in ashes." A word 
to tbe wise is sufficient,

Road to Sprout's Lauding - Better 
Mull Facilities Periled. 

Kobtenay Lake, July Mil., 1889. 
To tiik Burron:— Things are moving 
along pretty lively in the two mining 
camps on this lake, Nelson and Aiiis- 
wortli. Kvory steamer now goes out 
with large piles of ore slacked upon 
its docks. Tile minus wMitch are now 
Shipping rogula'rly are the f lull's mine 
at Tdutl Mountain, the No. 1 Little 
Donald, Krao ami Delhi, a new And 
situated near the Xo. 1, and just sold to 
a party of Spokane capitalists for $10,- 
000, Two or three other mines at Hot 
•Springs Camp will soon he added to the 
list. 

The universal cry here is for an out- 
let lo the Columbia lUver by a wagon 

load from N'elson to Sproat's Landing. 
This will place the miners in a position 
to ship ore to Revelstoke as cheaply as 
to the Northern Pacific Railway at 
Kootenai station. It is reported that 
Spokane parties will build this road ami 
wait for their pay till the government 
can make appropriations next year. 
This road will free our mining men from 
the fear which now exists, that the 
American authorities intend to shut out 
our lead ore by exhorbitunt taxation. 

Buchanan's new sawmill is about com- 
pleted) and lumber will soon be avail- 
able at moderate prices. Each of the 
towns here will move on more rapidly 
wb"n this is started. 

The editor of Donald Truth has visited 
the camp here, and is confirmed in his 
plan of moving his paper to N'elson. 
Ho thinks the future prospects of the 
district are very line. The new gold com- 
missioner, Mr. Tuiistall, has also made 
a trip, and will go out to report the re- 
quirements of the camps to the govern- 
ment. He has been very warmly re- 
ceived, ami his oil' hand manner and 
evident desire to advance the country 
have created an extremely favorable im- 
pression. 

If our mail facilities hero were regular 
and speedy you might expect regular 
correspondence from this section, but n 
letter now is often a mouth coming from 
ICamloopS lo this place, ami bus hither- 
to been carried by steamers as freight 
and by pack trains free. The new con- 
tracts given by the postal, authorities 
are only for a semi-monthly mail on the 
Columbia River.
